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Beef ban 
affects dairy 
farmers, too 


The impact of the BSE 
fallout on the dairy industry 
is of increasing concern to 
dairy producers. During the 
first few weeks of the ex 
port ban, dairy producers 
remained optimistic that, 
once the scientific inquiry 
conducted by the federal 
government was completed, 
borders would reopen. That 
optimism Is now gone. 

“Dairy producers do not 
know how or when they will 
be able to sell their olde: 
cows,” said Jean Gregoire, 
President of Dairy Farners 
of Canada. “There are too 
few abattoirs in Canada and 
they are not taking more ant 
mals, especially if they are 
over 30 months of age, like 
culled dairy cows. About 
70% of culled dairy cows 
were exported to the United 
States and Mexico before 
one case of BSE was found 
in Canada.” 

According to information 
gathered by the Canadian 
Livestock and Genetics As- 
sociation, export sales of 
dairy replacement heifers in 
2003 were on track to top 
100,000 head with a value of 
$200 million. As of May 20, 
37,000 head valued at $69 
million had beén shipped. 
Traditionally, about 65% of 
exported heifers go to the 
United States. 

The sales value of dairy 
calves, replacement heifers 
and culled cows is estimated 
at about $1.5 million a day. 
Not only are producers los- 
ing revenue from the sales 
of those animals but they are 
now faced with the expense 
of maintaining them and 
dealing with the extra milk 


> that will be produced as bred 


animals continue to calve. 
All indications point to a 
“phased” re-opening of the 
border based on the per- 
ceived risk of various prod- 
ucts. The first live animals 
to cross are likely to be those 
younger than 30 months 
that are destined for slaugh- 
ter. However, such a limited 
opening of the border would 
not help the dairy industry, 
as replacement heifers and 
culled cows would still face 


a closed border.

Cottage ownership costs 


(O.P.S.) After years of 
saving and dreaming, you've 
decided to buy a cottage. 
Now what? 

“Buying a cottage is the 
second-biggest financial 
commitment you will make, 
next to buying a house,” 
says Tom Hards, FCA, a 
partner with Hards Pearson 
Chartered Accountants in 
Barrie. “You need to think 
carefully about whether it 
suits your lifestyle and 
whether you can afford it.” 

A mortgage or loan pay- 
ments may be just the begin- 
ning when it comes to the 
real costs of cottage owner- 
ship. “Property taxes are ris- 
ing exponentially,” Hards 
explains. “Then there is the 
ongoing care and mainte- 
nance. As well, you need in- 
surance for vandalism and 
fire, which can be very ex- 
pensive if your cottage is a 
long way from a hydrant or 
fire station.” 

If you want to use the 
cottage year-round, you will 
incur heating and snow re- 
moval costs, as well as the 
cost of travel to and from 
the cottage. “People tend to 
really underestimate the 
commitment, of time and 
money,” says Hards. 

To see if you would get 
your money's worth out of 
your cottage, Hards suggests 
working out its cost on a 


per-visit basis. “When you 
apply the total annual cost to 
about 75 days a year it can 
be a real eye-opener,” he 
says. 

Upgrades and renovations 
also add to the cost of cot- 
tage ownership. “If you 
make improvements, be sure 
to keep detailed records, 
photos and invoices,” ad- 
vises Chartered Accountant 
Sandra Bussey, a Senior 
Principal with KPMG LLP in 
Waterloo. “The amount 
spent on improvements is 
added to your original cost 
to create your adjusted cost 
base. When you sell, the ad- 
jasted cost base is subtracted 
from the net sales proceeds 
to work out your capital 
gain. The higher the ad justed 
cost base, the lower the capi- 
tal gain.” 

One way to defray some 
of your costs is to rent the 
cottage out to others. You 
must report the rental in- 
come, but you are entitled to 
claim a percentage of your 
expenses. 

“If you decide to rent 
your cottage out, be pre- 
pared for the fact that the 
tenants may not treat it with 
the same respect that you 
do,” says Hards. “You will 
also need to make sure you 
have enough insurance to 
cover your liability. If you are 
on a septic system or have a

properly.” 

Cottage owners should 
also consider the property in 
their overall estate plan. For 
example, if you want to leave 
the cottage to your children, 
you may want to consider 
purchasing a life insurance 
policy to cover the capital 
gains tax. 

“Once you bring your 
cottage into your estate plan 
it can get complicated,” says 
Bussey. “If you have more 
than one child, it may be dif- 
ficult to divide the asset 
fairly.” If that’s the case, 
Bussey says it can make 
more sense to sell the cot- 
tage and make the proceeds 
part of your estate. 

If you do intend to sell 
your cottage at some point, 
you may be able to shelter 
all or a portion of the capital 
gains taxes by designating it 
as your principal residence 
for one or more years. “As 
well, if you sell the cottage 
and take back a mortgage, 
there are mechanisms to 
bring in the capital gains over 
time, so you can match your 
tax liability with your cash 
flow,” says Bussey.

Health Canada is remind- 
ing parents and caregivers 
about the potential hazards 
of placing infants and young 
children on mattresses not 
specifically designed for 
them. The Department espe- 
cially advises against letting 
infants sleep on air mat- 
tresses, also known as inflat- 
able mattresses. 

Many parents and 
caregivers are unaware of 
the hidden dangers associ- 
ated with placing infants and 
young children on mat- 
tresses or surfaces that are 
not specifically designed for 
them, even if an adult is 
sleeping on the same mat- 
tress or surface as the infant 
or young child. 


No soft surfaces 


Infants and young chil- 
dren should not be placed on 
soft mattresses, standard 
beds, sofas, waterbeds, air 
mattresses or any other soft 
surface. Doing so may lead 
to any of the following dan- 
gers: 


* The infant or young

To avoid these and other 
hazards, make sure that in- 
fants sleep only in a cradle 
or a crib (manufactured af- 
ter September of 1986) with 
a firm and tight-fitting mat- 
tress, that meets current 
safety standards. As well, 
make sure to place infants on 
their backs with all soft bed- 
ding and toys removed from 
the crib or cradle.

We 
can’t survive much longer 
without increased help from 
the highest levels.” 

Wooddisse and OFA 
President Ron Bonnett are 
continuing their efforts to 
see a National Beef Crisis 


Operations Centre estab- 
lished with the support of 
the Federal Government. 
This centre would co-ordi- 
nate recovery efforts for the 
livestock industry across 
Canada. 

Ontario Minister of Agri- 
culture and Food, Helen 
Johns, will join Wooddisse 
and Bonnett next week in 
Pennsylvania and Michigan 
to review the situation fac- 
ing Canada’s livestock in- 
dustry, and talk to counter- 

about ways of resolv- 
ing the closed border di- 
lemma.

History of “reed mats” an adventu

The term “reed mats” is 
recent and appropriate, says 
Lisle. 

“Millions of tiny cat-tail 
roots woven into a mat that 
may be from 12 to 16 inches 
thick,” he says. “Their buoy- 
ancy allows them to float on 
the water surface. In back- 
water areas, where there is 
little current, they may ex- 
tend 200 to 300 feet out from 
shorelines. They have grown 
vigorously in the Rylstone 
Lake area of the Crowe 
River.” 

Lisle says small mats be- 
gan coming down river with 
increasing frequency in 
1983. 


Chainsaw Cutting 

“Many had clean-cut 
edges,” he notes. “We 
would eventually learn they 
were being cut during win- 
ter freeze-up with a chain 
saw. The purpose—to clear 
shoreline frontages of pri- 
vate properties and cutting 
channels for boat entry. High 
spring run-off carried the 
sawn chunks down river.”

becoming worse but no one 
seemed to know what to do. 

In 2000, mats continued 
to pile up at the dam and 
against the bridge piers as 
they. broke away from the 
huge upriver barrier, which 
was still in place. In July of 
that year, Lisle addressed the 
local Council, which pro- 
fessed to have limited funds 
while provincial authorities 
simply pretended the prob- 
lem didn’t exist. 

There was something of 
a panic situation a month 
later as large mat sections 
lodged against open sections 
of the dam. Water rose 
quickly until increased pres- 
sure pushed some mats over 
the dam, restoring the water 
flow. The Municipality then 
decided to modestly fund 
removal of some of the mats 
at the dam, storing them on 
the old mill site. 

Spring Runoff 

The following year, in 
2001, spring run-off 
breached the blockage 
upriver and large mats 
moved downstream in rapid 
succession between April 
13” and 20”. High water car- 
ried many over the dam and 
down the Trent. More piled 
up on the dam and lodged 
against Allan’s Bridge. 

This year after a spring in 
which high water wasn’t sig- 
nificant, three meetings were 
held. With an official from 
the MOE in Peterborough in 
attendance, Trent Hills finally 
negotiated a plan to remove 
the current pile of mats. 

Trent Hills and Stirling/ 
Rawdon are providing the 
labour force and equipment 
to carry the debris from the 
Crowe Valley Authority- 
owned mill property adjacent 
to the dam to landfills in Sey- 
mour and Brighton. 

Original plans to transport 
the cattail mats to the local 
landfills were thwarted by 
the Ministry of the Environ- 
ment, who felt the material 
might be toxic, therefore re- 
quiring transportation in 
sealed trucks if moved any 
distance on township roads. 

The reasoning was some- 
what implausible considering 
the Ontario Power Genera- 
tion, who had to clear their 
trash racks many times of 
mat debris, had already sent 
samples for lab tests. No 
toxicity was indicated.

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Heritage Plowing Demon

The story of agriculture 
is the history of civilization. 
The plow was created dur- 
ing the Bronze Age and ap- 
pears in the Old Testament 
and on Egyptian monuments. 
At first it was just a wedge 
of wood, with metal sheath- 
ing its front, and it could 
break the soil but not turn it 
over. 

It was the plow that made 
cities, and civilization, pos- 
sible. Some mistakenly think 
that agriculture arose in de- 
mand to the food needs of 
cities; historians generally 
agree that cities arose from 
the success of agriculture. 
Like ancient Rome, modern 
cities would not survive 
without farms to feed their 
populations. Everyone needs 
to eat; and the most high- 
tech city cannot feed itself. 
Cities, therefore, exist only 
because of agriculture and 
its ability to make a surplus 
for those who farmed.

ing has severai ben- 
efits. It physically breaks up 
the soil, aerates it, defeats 
many weeds, brings nutri- 
ents closer to the surface, 
and incorporates what is left 
of the previous crop into the 
soil. 

Horse collars came about 
in the dark ages, allowing 
more of the horse’s strength 
to be used, and in the 1700's 
plows were made which cut, 
lifted, and turned over the 
soil in one pass. In the 
1800's John Deere, a jour- 
neyman blacksmith, left the 
sandy soils of his native Ver- 
mont for the‘heavier ones of 
the prairies. Upon arriving, 
he créated a self-scouring 
plow that shed the clingy soil 
as it plowed. 

Today, modern powerful 
tractors plow multiple fur- 
rows of earth at once. But 
not long ago, and for virtu- 
ally all of recorded history, 
the food we ate depended on 
a man guiding a plow pulled 
by oxen or horse. This is not 
an easy task, and to farm 


‘enough acres to make any 


type of real return on invest- 
ment in the pioneer days was 
an enormous amount of la- 
bour. 

Plowing with draft ani- 
mals can be gratifying. To 
see a good team smoothly 
pull a walking or riding plow, 
steadily and surely turning 
over a furrow of consistent 
depth and width, brings a 


certain satisfaction. But 
plowing in this way is in dan- 
ger of becoming a lost art. 
Like shipwrights who could 
build a sailing vessel with 
hand tools, or craftsmen 
who could build windmills 
without metal parts, plowing 
is becoming something of 
the past, something that is a 
bit too close in time to see in 
a museum but too far for 


many to practice. 


Plowing matches aim to 
keep plowing alive, either 
through friendly competition 
or simply with demonstra- 
tions done by those who en- 
joy it. The Hastings County 
Plowing Match and Farm 
Show, taking place next 


- week on the Cooney farm in 


Stirling, will feature plowing 
by hand and by older trac- 
tors in competition, but last 
weekend at the Heritage 
Days Plowing Demonstra- 
tion, a more informal, re- 
laxed approach was taken. 
Organizer Terry Phillips, 
who along with Don Miller 
brought together this week- 
end’s event for the fifth year, 
stressed that it is just for fun. 
“The older guys like to see 
it, tell us what we're doing 
wrong,” he joked. But effi- 
cient plowing is very serious, 
a modern tractor can plow 
an acre in as little as 15 min- 


utes or less; a pair of horses _ 


will take all day for the same 
amount of land. A spread of 
30 acres would take a 
month. Given such times, it 
becomes critical to plow 
correctly. 

Plowing matches typi- 
cally judge competitors on a 
number of factors, including 
how straight the furrows 
are, their uniformity, close- 
ness, depth and width, and 
how well grass and stubble 
from previous crops is bur- 
ied. All this must be control- 
led while managing the ani- 
mals, most of which listen 
to the merest whisper of in- 


on. 

Phillips said that plowing 
by hand “is not as bad as it 
looks when you're used to 
it.” A large part of the attrac- 
tion for those who plow as 
a hobby is obviously the 
horses, large work animals 
with personalities all their 
own-and the strength to turn 
over the hardest soil.

Marina deck 
is on the way

Hastings - The Hastings Village Marina’s office and 
tourism centre will soon be getting a three-sided, pre- 
framed cedar deck. 

The deck will cost between $12,000 and $13,000 and is 
expected to be started sometime next week. 

Hastings Waterfront Development Committee Chair Don 
Hopkins says that three tenders were received for the 
project with the two lowest bids separated by just $200. 
The bids were discussed at length and the final decision 
unanimously supported by the Trent Hills Public Works 
Committee. 

In other marina construction news, Mr. Hopkins says 
there will be a meeting this week with the electrical engi- 
neers who have been working on an electrical and service 
site plan for the marina. 

Mr. Hopkins says that everything that was in the origi- 
nal architectural plan, including park benches and waste 
receptacles, has already been translated to the ground 
through survey so they will not conflict with the under- 
ground services, cables etc. that are in the engineering plan. 

“They have been doing a lot of site work,” Planning 
Director Jim Peters noted. 

Mr. Peters says he expects that after the meeting they 
will have a timetable for the electrical servicing work that 
is being proposed. 

Mr. Peters says they have also received permission from 
the Trent Severn Waterway to excavate debris from the 
boat launch ramp bottom. 

“Hopefully it will be just a matter of one day in and out,” 
he said.

Under the provisions of the new Municipal Act, which came into effect on Jan. 1, 
2000, the amount of tax relief that may be provided to a property owner must range from 
a minimum of 10 per cent to a maximum of 40 per cent of the municipal share of the 


property taxes levied on a heritage property. 


Should a municipality undertake to establish such a program, the province would 


refund the taxes levied for educational purposes at the same percentage established by 


the municipality.

Termination Criticized 

The announcement of the 
meeting comes in the wake 
of reports that the federal 
government will terminate 
the current BSE disaster re- 
lief program for cattle and 
other ruminants as of the end 
of August. 

The additional $36 million, 
announced by the federal 
government Aug. 12", en- 
sured that all cattle on feed 
as of May 20 and shipped to 
slaughter by the end of the 
month will be covered un- 
der the program. However, 
OCA and OFA have collec- 
tively made a point to offi- 
cials at the Ontario Ministry 
of Agriculture and Food 
(OMAP) that all cattle traded 
up to Aug. 31 (not just those 
priced by August 17 as indi- 
cated in a news release) must 
qualify for the program. 

OCA President Ron 
Wooddisse said the federal 
announcement was. a com- 
plete disappointment to On- 
tario’s beef producers as it 


-ignores the commitment 


made to meet with industry 
prior to any decisions being 


State of Despair 

“Terminating the program 
at this early date without a 
further commitment by gov- 
ernment for additional 
support for all Ontario beef 
producers will leave farmers 
in a continued state of de- 
spair,” said OFA President 
Ron Bonnett. 

Bonnett explained that the 
current disaster program 
only applies for cattle in 
feedlots. In another month, 
he noted, when the prov- 
ince’s 18,000 cow/calf 
farmers try to sell their 
calves, the situation is likely 
to get much worse without 
funding available to this sec- 
tor as well. 

The economic setback to 
Canadian agriculture has 
been staggering all because 
of a single case of mad cow 
disease and potential BSE 
contamination detected sev- 
eral months ago. 

But as far back as May 
21, 2003, the Canadian Food 
Inspection Agency said: “We 
have no reason to believe 
that there is a risk to human 
health.” It based that assess- 
ment on the fact that no meat 


from the infected cow en- 


tered the human food chain. 
Officials continue to talk 
about ways of resolving the 
closed border dilemma. On- 
tario Minister of Agriculture 
and Food, Helen Johns, ac- 
companied by Wooddisse 
and Bonnet recently. visited 
Pennsylvania and Michigan 
to review the situation fac- 
ing Canada’s livestock in- 
dustry.

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Black out 2003 stories

Marmora — Travellers 
and residents alike were af- 
fected by Thursday's black 
out that lasted from shortly 
after 4pm Thursday to 11:30 
that night. It even affected 
Cembal Publications: one of 
our editors was still putting 


lights and computers shut 
down. It was Friday morn- 


- ing before the work could be 


finished up and the ‘flats’ 
sent out to Trenton for print- 


ing. 

But, by 7am Friday, one 
resident had called the Mar- 
mora Herald to report that 
the Economy Gas Station at 
the top of the hill had gas 
during the black out. 

“The sign read 69.9 cents 
a litre but they were actually 


_ charging 99.9 cents per li- 


tre,” it was reported. Inves- 
tigating the allegation Friday 
morning, Jas Grewal, station 
manager, reported how this 
could be. 


“We have a generator that 


we used to operate our gas 
pumps and our cash regis- 
ter,” Mrs. Grewal explained. 
“The sign you see from the 
highway is electronic and 
not hooked into the genera- 
tor. We put cardboard sign 
on one of the pumps stating 
first 79.9 cents a litre and 
later 99.9 cents a litre as we 
started to run out of gas. The 
gas pumps were very busy.” 

The handmade sign on 


the pumps said that the sta- 
tion was open “for emer- 
gency gas with a limit per 
vehicle of $20. We were sav- 
ing people in an emergency,” 
Mrs. Grewal said. She added 
that Interac and credit cards 
could be used because 
they’re hooked into the tel- 
ephone line not power line. 

The generator did not 
keep the convenience store’s 
coolers on so the owner 
ended up giving ice cream 
away rather than throw it 
out. 

Across the road at Bonter 
Marine, Jeff Bonter reported 
that the family stayed until 
the lights came back on; no 
vandalism was experienced.

School begins with safety 


While it won’t be long 
before crossing guards, 
school buses, and thousands 
of area children mark the 
start of another school year, 
for some parents this will be 
the first year their child will 
be attending school. The 
KFL&A Health Unit has a 
safety message for all par- 
ents-safety starts before chil- 
dren leave for school. Na- 
tional statistics show that 
safety issues with children 
attending school should be a 
concern to all parents. Over 
3,000 child pedestrians, be- 
tween the ages of | and 14, 
are injured from being hit by 
cars-approximately 40 will 
die. Pedestrian injuries are 
second only to motor vehi- 
cle crashes as a cause of 
serious injury and death to 
Canadian children, with chil- 
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dren ages 5 to 9 being most 
at risk. At these ages, chil- 
dren are not consistent in 
making safe choices when 
crossing streets on their own. 

“Understanding traffic is a 
complex process that needs 
quick-decision-making, and 
we know that children do not 
generally develop the neces- 
sary skills and judgment for 
this until about age 9,” said 
Janet Dawson, Public Health 
Promoter with the KFL&A 
Health Unit. “Young children 
have difficulty telling what 
direction sound is coming 
from, how fast a vehicle is 
traveling and how far away 
a car is. Because children are 
smaller, it is harder for them 
to see cars and be seen by 
drivers. “ 

Use these tips to prepare 
your children for a safe 


school year: 


* Plan a walking route to 
school or the bus stop. 
Choose the most direct way 
with the fewest street cross- 
ings and use intersections 
with crossing guards. Tell 
your child to stay away from 
parks, vacant lots, fields, 
and other places where there 
aren't many people around. 

* Walk with children who 
are younger than age nine. 
One idea is for parents to 
organize a walking school 
bus, which picks up chil- 
dren as it walks through the 
neighbourhood. This way, 
parents can share the re- 
sponsibility and time in- 
volved in getting children to

School safety tips 
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Motorists must stop in both directions when school buses h

If variety is the spice of life, think vegetarian

Hot on the heels 
of that day's news that a 
meat processing plant in 
Aylmer had been shut down, 
with no explanation given to 
the public, the trio zeroed in 
on alternatives to meat that 
taste good and are adaptable 
to personal preference in the 
choice of ingredients, for 
example a variety of nuts or 
seeds can be chosen for a 
recipe, depending on your 
flavour buds. 

Concerning diabetes that 
affects one in five people in 
North America at some point 
in their life, the trio claim this 
disease cdn be prevented and 
sometimes even cured.
